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STATE LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 



During the year ending December 1, 1914, four thousand one hun- 
dred and sixty-four volumes were purchased for the State Library. 
The exchanges amounted to one thousand one hundred and fifty-five, 
and the gifts to two hundred and seventy-six volumes. The items 
included under Pennsylvaniana amounted to four hundred and sixty- 
two. 

During the year, 10,906 volumes were accessioned; and the total 
accessions to date are 155,975 volumes. 

The usefulness of the Institution to the public has been demonstrat- 
ed by a larger attendance than in any previous year, and about one 
hundred volumes a day are sent out for home use. It is gratifying to 
note that those who have come to Harrisburg to pursue special lines 
of research have invariably expressed their gratification over the 
results of their visits, and have testified to the willingness of the 
Library force to assist in their researches, and also as to the total 
absence of "red tape" in the Institution. 

The use of the photostat in reproducing material of value, both 
for the collections of the State and for students who are unable to 
come to Harrisburg or who wish such material for publication, has 
been most gratifying. Rare material has even been sent from Eu- 
ropean libraries in order that it might be reproduced for the bene- 
fit of Pennsylvania scholars. The only known copy of Menno Simon's 
"Fondament" was reproduced in this way for the Society of Menno- 
nites, who testified that a number of important new facts have been 
established through the possession of this material.

In the Division of Public Kecords the Chester County Papers, in 
23 volumes, have been completed, as also the Lancaster County Papers, 
in 34 volumes. Fourteen more volumes of the Provincial Papers 
have been indexed. 

The receipts from certificates amounted to $284.60, and 1,106 
letters on historical subjects have been received and answered. 

In the State Museum there are over 200 exhibits of school work in 
the Educational Division and over 200 exhibits of homes, libraries, 
public baths, playgrounds, and hospitals. Some 27 institutions have 
sent in exhibits during the year. The number of slides circulated was 
59,765 between December 1, 1913, and May 1st, 1914. The slides 
were then removed from circulation until December 1st, in order that 
they might be thoroughly classified and catalogued. There are 18,717 
slides in the collection. Two hundred zoological specimens have been 
donated during the year. 

In the last report attention was called to the limitations of the 
building for the rapidly growing collections of the State. 

The need for extra space does not apply only to the exhibits but 
to the actual housing of the tremendous number of bulky volumes 
which are annally added to the collection. It would be well for the 
Legislature to consider, the feasibility of following the example set 
by the State of New York in furnishing ample quarters in a new build- 
ing for the Library and Museum, and other educational interests; 
or, better still, to build an adequate up-to-date Library on some part 
of the Park Extension. The present building could then furnish 
much needed offices for other Departments of the State's activities, 
k This building was not designed with what might be called library in- 
*:elligence, and there is no space which can be devoted to a proper 
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reading-room away from the noisy routine of the circulating desk 
with its jangling telephones and rapping typelwriters. If a contrast 
be desired a visit to the present State Library followed by a journey 
to Madison, Wisconsin, would furnish one which would convince the 
most callous mind of the necessity of such a step. The State of 
Connecticut, too, has lately erected a beautiful building for the preser- 
vation of its literature and records. 

In the work throughout the State conducted by the Free Library 
Commission visits have been made to 159 libraries, 8 new libraries 
have been organized and eight old ones reorganized. Nine meetings 
of library workers have been held in different parts of the State. 
Fifty conferences were held with Library Trustees and public gather- 
ings. A class for library workers was organized in connection with 
the Summer School at State College some years ago, and this class 
was attended last Summer by 17 pupils. Libraries were opened to 
the public at Albion, Clarion, Columbia, Downingtown, EUwood City, 
Galeton, Harrisburg, Pottstown and Somerset. Seventeen thousand 
seven hundred volumes were sent out to 325 places and 1,417 volumes 
were loaned to Study Clubs, and many single volumes were sent to 
individuals.

West Chester Library Association $1,000 from Miss Gorgas.
